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IN THE CLAIMS 

1 . (Currently Amended) A power supply device for supplying a stabilized output DC 
voltage to an electronic equipment having a controller for controlling said electronic equipment, 
said power supp ly, comprising: 

a rectification section for rectifying an input AC voltage;

a primary side capacitor for smoothing an output voltage from said rectification section; 

a switching power supply section for receiving a DC voltage from said primary side 
capacitor as an input DC voltage at a primary side thereof, switching the inputted DC voltage 
and generating [[a]] said stabilized output DC voltage at a secondary side thereof isolated from 
the primary side; 

a current detection section comprising a current detecton and a photo-coupler having a 
photodiode connected parallel to said current detector via a resistor and a phototransistor 
su pplied by said stabilized output DC voltage via a resistor, wherein said photodiode is current 
detector connected between said rectification section and said primar>' side oapaoitor for 
detecting of said switching power supply section detects a supply current supplied from said 
rectification section, and generates a voltage enough for turning on said photodiode, and wherein 
said phototransistor for generating generates a d e t e ction synchronization signal [[is]] isolated 
from said primary side in response to said det e ct e d supply current tuniing on of said photodiode 
and for conveying th e detection signal to on equipment connect e d to th e secondary sid e of said 
switching pow e r supply s e ctio n : and . 

a control section monitors said synchronization signal outputted from said current 
detection section, generates a detection signal when said synchronization signal stops for more 
than a predetermined period of time> and outputs said detection signal to said controller: 
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wherein said controller of said electronic equipment performs an operation ending 
process of said operation circuit in response to the detection signal from said control section .

5. (Currently Amended) An electronic equipment having a power supply for converting 
an input AC voltage into an output DC voltage, an operation circuit for operating using the 
output DC voltage outputted from said power supplv as a voltage source, and a controller for 
controlling said operation circuit, said power supplv, comprising: 

a rectification section for rectifying an input AC voltage; 

a primary side capacitor for smoothing an output voltage from said rectification section; 

a switching power supply section for receiving a DC voltage from said primary side 
capacitor as an input DC voltage at a primary side thereof, switching the inputted DC voltage 
and generating a stabilized output DC voltage at a secondary side thereof isolated from the 
primary side; 

a current detection section comprising a current detecton and a photo-coupler having a 
photodiode connected parallel to said current detector via a resistor and a phototransistor 
supplied bv said stabilized output DC voltage via a resistor, wherein said photodiode current 
detector [[is]] connected between said rectification section and said primary side oapaoitor for 
d e tecting of said switching power supplv section detects a supply cunent supplied from said 
rectification section, and generates a voltage enough for turning on said photodiode. wherein said 
phototransistor for gonemting generates a detection synchronization signal [[is]] isolated from 
said primary side in response to said d e t e cted supply curr e nt turning on of said photodiode : 
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on operation oirouit for operating using the output DC voltago outputted from said 
switching power supply section as a voltag e sourc e ; and 

a control section for operating using the output DC voltago ourputted from said switching 
power s upply section as a voltag e sourc e to control said operation circuit; 

wherein said control section performing controller performs an operation ending process 
of said operation circuit in response to the detection signal from said photo - coupler from said 
control section .
